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GOV: CAULFIELD 
URGES AID FOR 
MILK PRODUCERS 


On Way Home From Gov- 


ernors’ Conference With 
Hoover Sees Members of 
Consumers’ Commission. 


MANY HARD HIT 
’ BY THE DROUTH 


Farm Board Willing to 
Make Loans to Dairymen 
Through Co-operatives, 
Denman Told Him. 


Gov. Caulfield, in St. Louis last 
night on his return from President 
Hoover’s conference of Governors 
of the drouth-strieken states, con- 
ferred with representatives of the 
Consumers’ Milk Commission, as 
to plans for increasing the returns 
to rural milk producers, and mak- 
ing possible an improvement in the 
quality of milk, without increasing 
the price to the consumer. 

The Governor, while in Wash- 
ington, conferred with C. B. Den- 
man, Missouri member of the Fed- 
eral Farm Board, a representative 
of the livestock interests, about me 
milk situation here. 

“Denman said the Farm Board 
was willing to make loans to milk 
producers through co-operatives,” 
Gov. Caulfield said, “if contract ar- 
rangements can be made which 
will give the producers a fairer 
share of the money paid for milk 
by consumers to the distributing 
concerns. He quoted figures to show 
that the ‘spread’ of price between 
the producer and the consumer 
Louis than in 
other cities. In other cities, the 
producers get more, and the con- 
sumer pays no more, Or less, than 
here. 

Many May Have to Sell Cows. 

“The drouth has hit the milk 
producers, hard, and many are 
threatened with the necessity of 
selling milch cows, which might 
result in causing a scarcity of milk 
in St. Louis. Because of the scarc- 
ity and high cost of feed, the pro- 
ducers say they are selling their 
milk below cost. They now get 
$1.90 a hundredweight. The new 
contract between producers and 
distributing firms, proposed by the 
Consumers Milk Commission, 
would give the produc $2.40, 
without an increase in retail costs. 
All the distributing concerns but 
one are ready to enter into the new 
contract.” 


While the Governor did not 
name the distributing firm which 
has withheld acceptance of the 
new agreement, the Consumers’ 
Milk Commission has made known 
that it is the Pevely Dairy Co. The 
Governor conferred at dinner last 
evening with Mrs. Virgil Loeb and 
Mrs. George Gellhorn of the Com- 
mission. They, with Mrs. W. W. 
Burke, investigated conditions of 
the milk business here and in the 
milk producing regions of Missouri 
and Illinois, supplying this city. 


Gov. Caulfield was hopeful of 
early good results from the. ap- 
proval, by the administration, of 
the plan taken to Washington by 
him, for releasing about $4,000,000 
of Federal road funds for Missouri 
on Sept. 1, instead of Jan. 1, the 
time previously set. 


Can Speed Road Program. 

“This will make it possible to 
speed up the road construction 
program,” the Governor said, ‘and 
to employ local labor in the drouth 
districts, in accordance with the 
plan formed after conference with 
our State Highway Commission. 
Large projects may now be con- 
tracted for in Séptember, October, 
November and December, which 
otherwise could not be let until 
1931. The purpose is to assist the 
drouth-stricken area especially, and 
the Highway Commission will give 
especial attention to those areas.” 

The Governor said a State com- 
mittee to deal with the dreuth sit- 
uation, would be named as soon 
as possible after his return to Jef- 
ferson City. President Hoover sug- 
gested the appointment of such 
committees, in each Of the drouth- 
affected states, with committees 
in every county affected. The rtate 
committee will name the county 
bodies, which will include farmers, 
bankers, railroad representatives, 


health officers, Red Cross workers 


and farm advisers. 

Gov. Weaver of Nebraska was 
on the train from Washington to 
St. Louis with>Gov. Caulfield, ar- 
riving at 5 o'clock last evening, and 
took a train for Lincoln soen after- 
ward. The Governors were Presi- 
dent Hoover's guests at dinner 
Thursday night, and Friday Gov.

Din- 
ner was similarly good., Then the 
stove went out of-commiission and 
the breakfast was sardines, bread 
and butter, and beer or lime juice, 
milk, lemonade or whisky and soda.

I found the use of a typewriter 
On board an airship much simpler 
than on a train.

and turned it. The duraluminum 
strut blew open Jike a jaw, re- 
vealing another of those acrobatic 
midair ladders. 4ngus disap- 
peared below and once again I of- 
fered up a prayer and clutched the 
hangars. This time 1 knew afout 
the missing _bottomring .and I 
gasped with relief ehen I fell side- 
ways and put my foot on the top 
ring of the little side ladder. 

Then I looked down and I was 
standing on the outside of the on- 
gine car, with nothing around but 
atmesphere for 2000 feet below.

R-100 Back in England; 
Passenger Describes Flight 


Power to drive an airship at a 
steady 65-miles-an-hour pace is a 
requirement for future ships. Sir 
Dennistown Bumey’s proposed 10,- 
000,000-cubic foot ship which 
would be approximately twice the 
size of the R-100, would have five 
engines in the forward room and 
three in the aft, with a total horse- 
power of 7500 as against the R- 
100’s six engines of 300-horsepow- 
er. Cardington’s proposed 10,000,- 
000-cubic foot ship calls for seven 
engines of 6000-6500 horsepower 
and a speed of 75 miles per hour. 

Reverting to the voyage itself I 
spoke too soon about Angus and 
bad weather.

The Public Service Company and 
its allied company the Peoples Mo- 
tor Bus Co., which intervened in 
the test case, will probably appeal 
from the ruling te the courts. Both 
the street railway company and 
the Peoples Motorbus Co. are con- 
trolled by the same holding com- 
pany, the City Utilities Co., which 
was formed by J. K. Newman of 
New York and his associates in a 
reorganization of the 8t. Louis 
street car system. 

Failed in Supreme Court. 
The Public Service Co. last May 
asked the Missouri Supreme Court 
to issue a writ of mandamus to 
compel the Commission to assume 
jurisdiction over an application by 
the company for a State permit for 
a St. Louis bus line after the Com- 
mission had refused to act on the 
ground it had no jurisdiction. The 
court sustained the Commission’s 
action by denying the writ with- 
out writing an opinion, ’ 

The action of the company in 
bringing another application be- 
fore the Commission is understood 
to be a move again to bring the 
question before the Supreme Court 
on appeal. 

If the company could gain adop- 
tion of its contentions by the 
courts the city would be deprived 
of the power it now has to regulate 
the bus fares and service as it al- 
ready has been deprived of regula- 
tion of the street cars. If authori- 
ty were given the commission to 
regulate the company’s busses, the 
company would be able to include 
its bus properties with the strect 
car system for valuation at repro- 
duction cost for a rate base. nN 

Company Renews Fight. 

Following the Supreme Court’s 
rejection of its application for a 
writ of mandamus in May tke 
company last July 2 filed a new 
application with the commission 
for a State permit for a bus route 
between the intersection of South- 
west avenue and Watson road and 
the intersection of Pernod avenue 
and Watson road in St. Louis, a 
distance of approximately one mile.

FARMS HT BY ROUTH 


With Virtually No Crops, Situ- 
ation Is Serious, Agent 
Reports. 


About 500 families in St. Charles 
County this winter will have to 
deprive themselves of food staples 


they should have unless drouth 
conditions are relieved, Robert A. 
Langenbacher, county farm agent, 
said yesterday. 

He said 70 per cent of farmers 
in the county are in a serious situ- 
ation, especially in the gumbo sec- 
tions at the confluence of the Mis- 
souri and Mississippi, and in the 
hill country near Wentzville. 

About half the corn crop is 
worthless except possibly for sil- 
age, he said, and the other half 
would give only a 30 per cent 
yield, 15 per cent of the total crop, 
for cribbing. Pastures and hay 
are scarce, so that winter feed is 
expected to run. out about Dec. 1, 
and some farmers already are 
shipping in hay from Kansas and 
Nebraska. 

, Buying Bare Necessities. 

“Most farmers are buying no 
more now than the bare necessities 
of life,” he declared. “Garden 
stuff, for the present, supple- 
ments their meager food purchas- 
es. But they will have no garden 
stuff this winter.

How the Great Italian Conductor Brought a New Brilliance 
to the Bavarian Festspielhaus—Notes on the Performances 
of ‘‘Tristan and Isolde’’ and ‘‘Tannhauser,’’

life in the shadow of his father’s 

great name and died, ironically 
enough, while pilgrims from far 
and néar were paying their tribute 
to another Wagnerian colossus. 
But his last hours, far from being 
embittered by Arturo Toscanini's 
sweeping success at the Bayreuth 
Festpielhaus, must have been eased 
by it. Echoes of a unanimous ac- 
claim that floated down from the 
opera house on the hill into the 
sickroom at Wahnfried were the 
best possible testimonials to his 
own disinterested service. 

It was Siegfried Wagner’s hope 
that the 1930 season would re-es- 
tablish Bayreuth as the true weil- 
spring of .Wagnerian authority. 
Toward that end he had made a 
restudy of the lighting and staging 
of “Tristan,” ‘‘Tannhauser,” “Par- 
sifal” and the ‘Ring” and in the case 
of “Tannhauser” had made an en- 
tirelyy new production. One can 
only report that the gain in artistic 
effectiveness that resulted from 
these laudable labors was slight if 
not actually nonexistent. Never- 
theless, the Bayreuth season has 
been distinguished and unforgetta-

Toscanini has pervaded the per- 
formances of “Tristan” and ‘‘Tann- 
hauser” in such a way that their 
imperfections occur to one only as 
afterthoughts.

almost monumental because of the 
high expectations of his turning 
out to be another Niemann, yet 
old-timers who had dozed more 
than once through that some- 
time melodramatic second act, be- 
came suddenly convinced that 
“Tannhauser,” after all, was not 
merely the trial essay of a young 
composer who had not. yet dis- 
carded the vulgarities of Meyer- 
beer. 

Toscanini so presented “Tann- 
hauser” that its kinship in musical 
as well as philosophical ideas to 


later operas became apparent. In- 
deed, Tannhauser’s soul-searing 
vacillations between sacred and 


profane love no longer seemed @ 
projection of Wagner's shallow re~ 
ligious ideology, but an adult trag- 
edy in the grand manner. 

As for Toscanini’s “Tristan,” I 
can only say that a more vivid 
revelation df that score cannot be 
imagined. When the world becomes 
richer in vocal, dramatic and scenic 
artists and at the same time pro- 
duces an interpretive talent equal 
to this galvanic Italian's, we may 
have a better “Tristan."”’ But until 
then this production will have to 
dispute for an all-time eminence 
with those directed by Richter. 

I approached this performance 
in a state of mind. that laid me 
open to the bitterest possible dis- 
appointment. Here was a conjune- 
tion of the world's greatest living 
operatio conductor, the most colos- 
Sal of all operatic scores and an 
almost perfect auditorium. One

S it surprising that a few faint 
but poisonous misgivings began 
to gnaw at the outer edge of my 
mind during the first act? The 
vorspiel seemed to -me incredibly 
and inexcusably slow. I have al. 
ready mentioned my dissatisfaction 
with Frau Helm's Brangaene, 
whose voice and makeup, instead 
of providing a contrast with those 
©f Isolde, seemed to copy her mis- 


: 


tress, portrayed by Nanny Larsen- 
Todsen, often to the confusion of 
the audience. And Rudolph Boeck- 
elmann’s treatment of the role of 
Kurvenal was not only tame but 
was made so in a manner that 
made it apparent that the conduc- 
tor and not the singer was respon- 
sible. 

The second act, however, re- 
moved all doubts and all fears. The 
danger in presenting music as lush 
and as sensual as this is that it can 
so easily become hysterical through 
overemphasis. But instead of lay- 
ing on, Toscanini held back, there- 
by creating a tension that grew 
slowly and steadily until it had be- 
come almost painful. The trem- 
bling, exhausting sentience of the 
love duet was not only that but 
also the mingled cries of two per- 
sons who had become conscious of 
themselves as representatives of 
the whole life process. 

It was after hearing this second 
act that I began to fee} the logic 
of that slow vorspiel and to see 
how it gave the drama a necessary 
breadth and dignity right at the 
beginning and it no longer seemed 
necessary to think of Kurvenal as 
a roughneck,

N the third act Lauritz Melchior 
Jsinsing like one possessed gave 

the most noble interpretation of 
the dying Tristan I have ever seen 
or heard. I doubt very much that 
he could have done it by himself 
for the voice is not always sym- 
pathetic if you think of the voice 
alone. But his passionate cry, 
“Ach Isolde, wie schoen du bist” 
literally caught at one’s throat, 
Larsen-Todsen’s Liebstod was Gre- 
cian in its simplicity and ita lofti- 
ness, Ordinarily she is a cold 
singer. 

The distinguishing quality of any 
performance directed by Toscanini 
is of course indescribable. But it 
is possible to isolate a few of the 
factors that combine to produce 
this quality. On the technical side 
one may mention a perfection of 
balance and ensemble which can 
only be achieved by a conductor 
who combines a sensitive ear with 
a demoniac power of enforcing 
discipline. 

Added to this is an ability to 
keep the chief structural line of 
the music always in evidence with- 
out oversimplifying the harmonic 
background. Toscanini also works, 
generally, within a relatively small 
dynamic range but with such. a 
variety of subtly differentiated vol-' 
umes that every needed dramatic 
effect can be obtained, This has 
the double effect of sparing the 
audience any unnecessary physical 
strain and appealing, by power of 
suggestion, to the listener’s mind. 
On the mental side he seemed to 
be approaching both “Tristan” and 
‘“Tannhauser” as human tragedies 
rather than as abstractions. One 
was unhinged not so much by their 
universal implications — though no 
sort of first rate art can escape a 
general application—as by their 
intensity. 

Toscanini is conducting “Tristan” 
and “Tannhauser” throughout the 
Bayreuth festival, which began 
July 22 and will be concluded the 
latter part of this month. On the 
day of Siegfried Wagner's funeral 
he directed a performance of 
“Tannhauser.” This was in accord- 
ance with Siegfried's wishes.

Past Incidents Linger in: 
the Memory of its 
Inhabitants, the Old 
Blending With — the, 
New to Make’ This 
Town an 
Week-End Sightseeing 
Spot. 


In the blending of the past and 

the present which is everywhere 
noticeable, lies much of the fas- 
cination of Cape Girardeau, historic 
river-front city in Souaheast Mis- 
sourt. St. Louisans who drive there 
on a week-end jaunt in- search, 
perhaps, of new sights and scenes, 
invariably return for another 
glimpse’ into the city’s picturesque 
background. 
+ One by one the old landmarks 
have been obliterated by the ad- 
vance of civilization, but still there 
remains somehow the spirit of the 
old trading post out of which Mis- 
souri’s fourth oldest city grew. 

Smoothly paved U. 8S. Highway. 
61 takes the motorist over the 146 
miles from St. Louis. One drives 
out LeMay Ferry road, which bears 
this highway number, past Hercu- 
laneum, Farmington, Frederick- 
town and Jackson. 

There is much to, attract the in- 
terest of the sightser in Cape Gi- 
rardeau. Where modishly dressed 
men and women now play golf; 
Indians once swung their war 
clubs, at the.time when the first 
white man landed at Cape Rock 
two centuries ago. Cape Rock, a 
guide to rivermen for scores of 
years, has only recently been blast~ 
ed away to make room for a rail- 
road track. 


Where Indians Gathered. 


Where the country club, over- 
looking the Mississippi, draws its 
quota of the fashionable, there was 
once a cleared space used for tri- 
bal dances and gatherings. 

oy Scouts built a cabin on Cape 
Rock some years back. On the 
same spot were once kindled the 
fires of the Capahas, when they 
eame to barter with the young 
French officer, whose name the 
city bears. 

It was on this promonotry that 
Morgan, intrepia adventurer, 
dreamed of building the palace and 


empire that he visioned shortly aft- 
er the War of the Revolution.

In Tunis I bought a donkey, Iatima, 
to take me through the desert. I load- 
ed Fatima with my luggage, to say 
nothing of water and provisions for the 
pair of us, and we marched out 
through the city of Tunis to the dusty 
caravan road which runs southward 
through olive groves and fields of bur- 
ley toward Sousa. 

We reached the city of Tripoli after 
six weeks’ uneventful journeying. 
The Bedouin tribesmen in the intertor, 
I was told, were in revolt; but there 
not likely to be any danger 
from them between Tripoli and Mis- 
suratta. 

On August 24, Fatima and 
reached the Casa Carabulli military 
fort. My next destination was Cefara 
fort, some 20 kilometers away. By 
midday, however, we were abreast of 
the fort, but some five kilometers dis- 
tant from it. 

Opposite the fort was a well, round 
which a few Arabs had established 
themselves in mud huts. One of them 
called to me to come and have a glass 
of shei (tea) with other travelers in 
his shack, and I accepted the invita- 
tion. 

I had not been there long when an 
excited boy rushed into the hut shout- 
ing: “Rebels! Rebels!"’ Immediate- 
ly there was the utmost confusion, all 
the travelers rushing out and loading 
up their camels and donkeys in orde. 
to get away while they could, for they 
knew that the marauding Bedouins 
would spare nothing that looked worth 
taking. 

I hustled like the others, and we all

HERE is a natural curiosity to hear of the 
intimate life and characteristics of great 
men; and this questioning becomes doubly 
insistent and interesting when the family 
relations of such men present anything 
out of the ordinary. 

Therefore I plead for a respectful consid- 
eration of the matters I am about to dis- 
close regarding my father and his intimate 
home life. My childhood’s home was as 

beautiful to me as love and happiness could make it. 

The other proud women who were my father’s wives are 
as sacredly enshrined in my heart as is the memory of my own 
dear mother. My brothers and sisters are all as dear and 
orecious to me as I am to each one of them, wherever they 
may be 

Like other proud beings, we shrink from lifting the veil 
which enfolds the sanctity of our home life. However, when 
the motive prompting inquiry is one of deep interest, I can put 
aside the feelings of na- 
ture, and for the sake of 
truth and to vindicate the 
memory of my idolized fa- 
ther and mother, I am 
glad to set down here some 
facts and items. 

And let me speak as the 
daughter, and not as the 
nistorian, of a carefree 
childhood, a happy, joyous 
south and a long life of 
deep satisfaction.

The wives moved in 
as fast as rooms were finished, my 
own mother moving into her sitting 
room site as the boards were being 
nailed on the floors and just in time 
for my own birth (March 18, 1856) 
tis synchronize with the emergence of 
thie house into liveble reality. 


UR marriages were performed 
Or the Temple, or House of 

the Lord. There was a quiet 
wedding supper given, but never 
great social affairs, with guests and 
presents and cards of invitation. 
Again, the New England customs | 
formed the basis of our traditions and 
habits. Luxury was unknown, fash- 
jon riots were deplored, and we were 
married in all simplicity, with a deep- 
ly sacred atmosphere pervading the 
event rather than any hilarious or un- 
seemly display. 

The great majority of my brothers 
and sisters were well and happily mar- 
ried. There were a few marital dis- 
asters: only enough to punctuate the 
rule. All were married, none [f.r- 
mained single. Father himself, when 
able, performed the ceremony over 
the sacred altar, sealing husband to 
wife and wife to husband for the end- 

less ages of eternity, unless sin- 

ning broke the covenant and re- 

leased the innocent party. He 

gave homes to his daughters, as 
to his sons. 

Food ‘and 
meal times in 
the Lion House 
were necessar- 
ily exact as to 
time and meas- 
ured as to serv- 
ings. Plenty of 
milk, vege- 
tables and 
‘fruit, but care- 
ful helpings of 
meat and des- 
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serts. Simple as it was, the food was 
of the best quality. 

The cooking could not have been 
excelled by any foreign chef. All 
father’s wives were excellent cooks. 
When 50 or more people are fed regu- 
lurly three times a day, some system 
must be observed. Breakfast was al- 
ways ready at 8 o'clock in the sum- 
mer and 8:30 in the winter. The bell 
rang five minutes before that time 
and I can assure you that every child 
was waiting for the sound of the beil, 
for if they were not there on time they 
failed to get their meals. Nothing 
wak allowed between meals (except 
apples or other fruit) unless unavoid- 
able circumstances made us late for 
meals when served. Father was 
keenly sensible as to the conservation 
of time and strength in order to 
achieve comfort with the least possibie 
friction in all human operations. 

The day's work for father did not 
begin till after 9 o'clock in the morn- 
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ing, for he rarely arose before & 
o'clock, as he held his most important 
council meetings in the evening or 
went to other meetings. 

These meetings were interspersed 
occasionally with his few recreations 
~~—the theater or an occasional dancing 
party —so he seldom retired before 
midnight. Yet he slept soundly when 
he did get to bed. He said that he 
had trained himself to ‘‘shut up his 
thinker’’ when he went to bed and to 
go to sleep at once. The rule of eight 
hours’ sleep, eight hours’ work and 
eight hours’ recreation was a plan he 
himself carried out fairly well. 

His breakfast was a simple mea! of 
bread, milk, a boiled egg and fruit, 
eaten always in the Bee Hive House 
where his private apartments were for 
a number of vears: it was quiet there. 
Aunt Lucy Decker Young, who pre- 
sided, there, was also an exquisite 


hougekeeper, and knew how to 
oth over the rough exteriors of 


f\ife’s hardest burdens for her adored 


husband. 

Father ate no luncheon, or dinner 
as we called it then. The day's work 
for him was continuous, sometimes 
broken by meetings or business, by fu- 
reral calls, by trips here and there or 
by vikbits to inspect waterways or road- 
ways, public works or the Temple or 
other public buildings. Every strenu- 
ous moment was filled, yet never with 
exhausting hurry or worry. Either 
was impossible where he was con- 
cerned. 

UPPER was ready at 5 o'clock. 
G ratner had his ‘‘cooked meal” at 

that hour. Aunt Eliza R. Snow 
always sat at his right and Aunt 
Twiss usually sat on his left, where’ 
she could serve the meal as necessary. 
No wife was ever jealous of the seat 
of honor accorded to Aunt. Eliza. 
Her superior gifts and tender 
spiritual sympathy endeared her to 
the wives and children as well as 
making her a womanly counselor for 
father. 

We all loved and honored her. The 
rest of the family had mush and milk, 
(cornmeal mush or hominy usually) 


- with plenty of good milk and cheese, 


bread, fresh fruit or baked apples or 
stewed fruits in the season. Supper 
time was a time to listen to good and 
jovial conversation, yet there was 
never anything approaching boisterous 
laughter or unseemly mirth. It was 
just a happy, carefree release from 
the day’s study or burden when father 
aud his adoring family would join in 
congenial intercourse. 

Brigham Young was a strict ob- 
server of the ‘“‘Word of Wisdom” as 
revealed by the prophet in 1833, 
which prohibits the use of all stimu- 
lunts and tobacco. His wives may not 
always have been as rigid as he was 
concerning the use of tea and coffee, 
but the family was certainly taught 
that ite careful observance was the 
way of health. 

As a young man my father chewed 
tobacco. In after years he told the 
story of that conquered appetite. “I 
carried a half plug of tobacco in my 
pocket for a long time,” he said. 
“When the gnawing for it seemed un 
bearable I would take it out, look at

She had come from St. 
Louis to study sculpture 
and establish what was 
known as Chicago's first 
salon, known as “The Lit- 
tle Room.’ A continual 
succession of visitors 
passed through her stu- 
dia: MacDowell, the com- 
poser; Joaquin Miller, the 
gray-haired poet of the 
Sierras; Maude Adams, 
Julia Marlowe, Israel 
Zangwill, Henry James. 
Holm met all these great 
ones, watched them, 
listened to their talk. 

Neither Taft nor his 
helpers had any money. 

Taft's commissions were 

few and far between. 

They all slept in a small, closet-like 
room of the studio, which they called 
the morgue. It derived its name from 
the fact that it contained chiefly copies 
of all the death masks that Taft had 
made. Deathless, blind faces, row upon 
row of them, looked down upon the 
sleeping young men. For beds they had 
merely springs stretched between cur- 
tain poles. When things got really 
bad, they hoped, laughing among 
themselves, for the death of a wealthy 
Chicagoan. That would mean a deat) 
mask and $59. 

Holm studied with Taft for several 
years, with an interlude in St. Louis. 
Robert P. Bringhurst, then. professor 
of aculpture in the 8t. Louls School 
of Fine Arts. had received a large- 
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scale commission for a series of fig- 
ures for an exposition in Omaha. He 
needed some young assistants. He 
wrote to Taft who sent Holm along, 
with the advice, ‘‘When Bringhurst 
asks how much salary you want, tell 
him whatever he thinks you're worth.”’ 

All the first week Holm worked in 
Bringhurst’s studio, which was at 
Nineteenth and Locust, across from 
the fine arts school. He did a job he 
had never undertaken before, the 
blocking out of a ten-foot figure. He 
did it successfully and rapidly, too, 
building the crude masses around the 
inner skeleton of wood and wire, un- 
der Bringhurst's general direction. All 
week long he kept wondering if he 
had nerve enough to act contrary to 
Taft's advice and ask Bringhurst for 
as much as $8 a week. He decided 
that he had better not. So when 
Bringhurst paid off the other men 
and questioned him about salary, he 
gave the dutiful reply, “Whatever you 
think I'm worth.” And Bringhurst 
answered, “I hope you'll think $25 a 
week is enough.” Holm reeled and 
rocked with the shock of this but 
managed to get out a reply. 

With the money he made during 
three months’ work in St. Louis—the 
first money he had seen since his ar- 
rival in America—Holm_ returned to 
Chicago, took up his study with Taft 
again and invested in some forma! les- 
sons in drawing and design at the Art 
Institute. Then, as there was no work 
for a sculptor in Chicago, be went to 
New York. 


Nothing to do. Many sculptors had 
closed their studios. The others 
were retrenching in every possible way, 
turning off their assistants. It was 
only because of the imminent entry 
into New York of Admiral Dewey, 
who was to receive the homage of 
the nation for his victory at Manila 
Bay. that Holm got work at last. The 
members of the National Sculpture So- 
ciety had a great triumphal arch de- 
signed and it was in process of con- 
struction on Fifth Avenue at Twenty- 
third street. More than 100 feet in 
height, it was to be adorned with hun- 
dreds of figures. There were delays 
and it began to look as though the 
arch would not be finished in time. 
Holm, alopg with a number of oth- 
er young sculptors, was put to work. 
The pace at which the New Yorkers 
worked amazed him. He had seen 
nothing like it in Chicago. But he 
kept up with them. At eleven o'clock 
on the last night Holm was finishing 
off a figure at the very top of the 
arch when workmen started to break 
up the scaffolding. He had to shinny 
down to the ground as best he could. 
The next day at noon he saw Dewey 
ride along the triumphal way, and lat- 
er, to the outrage of his European 
sense of order and propriety, watched 
souvenir-seekers destroy the decora- 
tions on the arch to a height of 12 
feet. An apprenticeship in New York of 
nearly 12 years fol- 
lowed. It was an ap- 
prenticeship in the 
sense that Holm 
worked for other 
sculptors for a salary. 
He was never credited 
with apy part of the 
finished work, and, in 
general, merely carried 
out the sculptor’s or- 
ders. In this respect, 
the organization of an 
important sculptors 
studio is similar to 
that of an architect s® 
office. in which there 
are a number of de- 
signers who work on @ 
large project such as 
an office building, al- 
though the plan Is 
credited to but one 
man, the head of the 

office 
He learned a great 
deal about architectu- 
ral sculpture in the 
office of Phillip Mar- 
tiny, the most im- 
portant sculptor in this elass in 
America at that time, with such 
commissions as that for the fig- 
ures on the various facades of the LJI- 
brary of Congress. Later, in 1905, 
Holm went to the studio of Augustus 
St. Gaudens at Cornish. New Hamp- 

shire. 
it was at the close of St. Gaudens 
life. He was universally recognized 
as America’s foremost § artist. The 
young assistants about the studio 
spoke of him always as “the saint.” 
It was partly in jest, partly in pro- 
found admiration of the man and his 
work. “The saint” never gave an or- 
der. He made suggestions instead, 
gently and tactfully. He would stop

Her 
wish was readily granted, with no 
bad feelings on either side; for 
Brigham Young believed that in 
all respects and in marriage espe- 
Clally. women should exercise 
their complete free agency. She 
was the only wife.tg voluntarily 
leave father’s home and protec- 
tion, except Ann Eliza, who “‘lov- 
ing not wisely but too well,” 
vielded to the temptation of 
filthy lucre to show her revenge. 
All others remained loyal and true 
throughout their lives. Their loy- 
alty was free and complete. 

After the settlement in the val- 
ley had prospered a few years, 
Brigham Young decided that a 
farm in the outskirts of the city 
was necessary for his large fam- 


farmhouse of adobe was built, 
with a milk and cheese house a 
few feet away, the two connected 
by a closed porchway. Here one 
of his wives, Aunt Susan Snively, 
lived, cooking for the men who 
attended to the farm and direct- 
ing the making of the cheese and 
butter, with the care of the poul- 
try also. Others of his wives were 
here at times for a year or more. 
My mother, Lucy Bigelow Young, 
lived in the old farmhouse for a 
year with her two little girls, 
about 1861. A year or so later 
the modest dwelling was replaced 
by a modern cottage of generous 
proportions and was known as 
“The Farm House.” 


OR 10 or 15 years all the 
Pe tamu practically lived in the

grew up, father built or bought 
separate homes for most of the 
wives. 

It is a fact not unworthy of 
note that not one of father's wives 
married again after his death, 
though some were comparatively 
young women. 

My own mother was only a lit- 
tle past 47 and Aunt Amelia was 
but 39 years of age. Mother's 
love for father—her lavish devo- 
tion to him in life and to his 
memory after his death amounted 
almost to: worship! 

That all the others felt as did 
my mother is proved in part by 
the way they cherished his mem-

The family life was as ideal as 
human relations could ever be.
